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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTIOM 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  Jxme  is  estimated  at  77^660; 000 
gallons  - 1 percent  less  than  the  enumerated  total  in  June  19^6,  but  6 percent  more 
than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  The 
j seasonal  advance  from  May  to  June  vas  I3  percent,  compared  with  I8  percent  between 
, these  months  last  year,  and  11  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Tem- 
peratures during  June  averaged  below  normal  in  a large  part  of  the  country,  but  were 
normal  or  above  in  three  areas:  (1)  the  Pacific  Northwest  extending  to  the  Conti- 
nental Divide  in  Montana;  (2)  all  North  Atlantic  and  most  of  the  East  North  Central 
i States  excluding  the  western  half  of  Wisconsin  and  Illinois;  (3)  eastern  Texas  and 
^ portions  of  Arkansas  and  Louisiana. 

) Compared  with  June  I966,  increases  in  ice  cream  production  of  1 percent  in  the 

East  North  Central  Region  and  U percent  in  the  South  Central  almost  offset  decreases 
in  all  other  regions.  Decreases  varied  from  1 percent  in  both  the  West  North  Cen- 
I tral  and  South  Atlantic  States  to  A percent  in  the  Pacific.  Output  was  off  2 per- 
cent in  the  Mountain  States  and  3 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic . In  the  three 
leading-producing  states,  production  t/as  down  1 percent  in  New  York,  k percent  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  7 percent  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  I96I-65  June  average,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged  from  3 
percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  to  IL  percent  in  the  South  Central.  Production  was  up 
7 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  6 percent  in  the  West  North  Central. 
Other  regional  increases  were  L percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  5 percent  in  the 
Mountain,  and  7 percent  in  the  Pacific.  Output  was  up  3 percent  in  New  York  and  8 
percent  in  California,  while  about  steady  in  Pennsylvania.

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Production  of  ice  millc  in  the  United  States  in  June  vas  estimated  at 
30,76o_,000  gallons.  This  is  5 percent  larger  than  the  enumerated  total  in  June 
1966  and  27  percent  greater  than  the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month.  Aggregate  out- 
put throu^  June  this  year  v/as  up  8 percent  from  the  first  half  of  I966  and  3I  per- 
cent from  the  5 -year  average. 

The  seasonal  gain  this  year  from  May  to  June  of  I9  percent  compares  vith  20 
percent  at  this  time  in  I966  and  I9  percent  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Seasonal 
advances  occurred  in  all  regions . Sharpest  gains  were  recorded  in  the  Atlantic 
Regions  and  the  East  North  Central. 

June  production  vas  larger  than  a year  earlier  in  all  regions  except  the  North 
/Atlantic  and  the  West.  The  increase  vas  particularly  sharp  in  the  East  North 
Central  Region.

UATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Water  ice  production  in  the  United  States  during  June  vas  estimated  at 
6,225,000  gallons.  This  is  7 percent  less  than  in  June  I966,  but  6 percent  more 
than. the  I96I-65  average  for  the  month.  Total  output  through  June  this  year  vas 
up  1 percent  from  the  first  half  of  I966  and  12  percent  from  the  5 -year  average. 

Production  jumped  33  percent  from  May  to  June,  compared  vith  38  percent  at 
this  time  in  I966  and  I6  percent  on  the  average  in  the  I96I-65  period.  Output 
advanced  sharply  in  all  regions  except  the  West. 

Compared  vith  June  I966,  production  decreased  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 
The  North  Atlantic  States  shoved  the  sharpest  loss.
